spite  o.-.  the  availaoility  of  scientifically  based  and  proved  ways 
and  means  both  for  fighting  them  and  for  prophylaxis.  ’  The  confer¬ 
ence  considers  it  absolutely  essential  for  the  government  to  issue 
special  decrees  in  the  fight  against  mosquitoes  with  definite  pro¬ 
visions  for  the  following 5  effective  measures  for  -extermination  of 
mosquitoes  and  protection  against  them;  direct  participation  of 
executive bureaus  in  putting  them  into  practice;  the  construction 
of  special  factories  for  the  manufacture  of  approved  mosquito 
repellents,  chemical  poisons  and  suitable  apparatus; -and  specially 
trained  personnel  to  carry  out  the  work.  1  ** 

The  conference  calls  to  the  attention  of  taxonomists  and  : 
acarologists  the  necessity  of  developing  methods  of  exact  specific 
identification  of  live  acarids,.  especially  trombieuloid  mites  and 
ohiggers  in  order  to  make  it  possible  to  establish  experimentally 
their  role  in  transmission  of  natural  focus  diseases  as  well  as  to 
study  their- biology. 
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
